The decision Is not e victory for communism, : 


but for American democracy. As Justice Jack- 
son said in his decision:

passionately be judged only with effort. 


"But 
the right of every. American to equal

First reaction of most Americans, as were

Keeping Little Wars Little 
"T-HE* UNITED NATIONS has not been alto- 


-* 
gether successful in its main task of pre- 


venting wars, but it has made a promising 
start on a job almost as important to the 
world. This is the problem of keeping little 
wars from becoming big wars. 


World peace was threatened when Israel and 


the Arab nations were fighting, but it was con- 
fined and then stopped through the patient 
and brilliant efforts of men like Count Berna- 
riotte and Ralph Bunche. The present Korean 
fighting held the elements of world conflict. 


Proposals now before the United Nations for 


creation of a permanent peace patrol are prom- 
ising. With true United Nations leadership ahd 
full co-operation of the countries which really 
want peace, it would be a powerful influence 
auainst a.cgrcssion. 


There is a common tendency to count the 


failures of this world association for peace 
among the nations. Russia has clouded the 
issue with a systematic campaign of propa- 
ganda. Behind the clouds, however, remains 
the fact that this great gathering of nations is 
slowly building up a record of accomplishment 
that promises good ior tha world

A FEW YEARS ago, it will be

the Democratic party 


was a lot stronger than Mr. Tru- 
man and many members of Con- 
gress ran ahead of him on the 
Democratic ticket. 


The question now is whether 


those weaknesses of the adminis- 
tration which cannot be protest- 
ed this time by a \'ote on the 
presidency itself will make them- 
selves felt in a discontent visited 
upon the Democratic senators and 
representatives.

North where the real contests are 
to be fought, have as their allies 
the national labor unions with 
their vast pools of union dues 
now to be used in really big sums 
for the first time. 


While labor unions in the past 


have had political organizations 
of their own and used money for 
political 
purposes, 
nothing in 


previous years compares with the 
millions of dollars to be spent this 
time in plain violation of the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the 
Federal 
Corrupt 
Practices Act, 


which is now an integral part of 
the Taft-Hartley law. 


THIS LAW has been circum- 


vented by setting up separate po- 
litical committees. But these are 
largely paper affairs. The time 
and energy of paid salaried of- 
ficers of unions is being con- 
tributed to the campaign and the 
union membership 1* being used 
as a basis for precinct organiza- 
tion in industrial cities. 


It, is not clear whether the 


sums being used have been vol- 
untarily donated especially for 
political use or whether union 
assessments collected for politi- 
cal campaigning have been im- 
posed so that the union member, 
unless he acquiesced in the as- 
sessments, might lose his card 
and his job. 


Union politicians, particularly 


in Ohio, are stirring the voters 
and many workers who have had 
to contribute against their own 
political convictions will not fail, 


in the secrecy of the. voting booth, 
to express their protest against 
the effort st thought control rep- 
resented by compulsory assess- 
ments. 


The strength of the so-called 


labor vote cannot, on tha other 
hand, be discounted. The balance 
of power in many congressional 
districts is held by a small num- 
ber of voters.

again as they were before by 
their C.I.O. rivals. So all is not 
harmony in the labor camp, de- 
spite o u t w a r d professions of 
unity. 


It remains to be seen how much
